reporting in three denominations. 


We were stirred again by an ar- 
ticle in the Sunday School Times 
on “Evangelism Imperative.” It 
dove-tails into the other so exact- 
ly that we do not hesitate to use 
it and comment on it. The writer 
was Mark A. Matthews, D.D., of 
Seattle. He has had signal success 
in the world as a pastor and soul- 
winner. He has built up a Presby- 
terian church of over seven thou- 
sand members, one of the largest 
in the world. When he writes about 
soul winning he writes from per- 
sonal experience. He knows what 
he is talking about and we all do 
well to sit up and listen to what 
he has to say. He tells us: 

1. “When Jesus Christ said, ‘Go 
ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel,’ He specifically instruct- 
ed them to evangelize the whole 
world. There is but one department 
in the work of the church and that 
is evangelism. All other depart- 
ments are by-products and are sub- 
ordinate. The church’s first busi- 
ness, her constant business, her in- 
dispensable business is the evan- 
gelization of the world. As souls are 
saved, they should be indoctrinated, 
organized, supervised, directed, and 
made to become self-supporting, 
personal evangelists, in order that 
the work may be perpetuated. 

2. “For the first hundred years 
the church was very evangelistic. 
For the succeeding four hundred 
years she became increasingly sub-

ject to worldly ambition for or- 
ganization. From the sixth to the 
eleventh centuries came darkness 
because the church had lapsed in 
her conception of her evangelistic 
duty. From the eleventh to the 
fifteenth centuries practically no 
evangelistic work was done in the 
world. Then came the rustling of 
leaves, the pricking of consciences, 
and the realization of the church’s 
diabolical condition. Out of that 
came the Reformation and the re- 
vival of the only doctrine that ever 
evangelized any section of the 
world, namely, the doctrine of jus- 
tification by faith. From that 
period to the eighteenth century 
there were a few efforts made that 
stirred the hearts of men and 
brought to devout souls the real 
commission that Christ gave to 
the church to evangelize the world. 

“In different parts of the world 
great leaders were raised up to 
preach with fervor and power, and 
there came as a result of their 
work the idea of periodical revivals,

Some Seventh Day 
Adventists’ Mistakes Corrected

Dear Brother L——: 


I was glad to have your letter 
dated February 8th and have read 
it very carefully. I am very fa- 
miliar with Seventh Day Adventist 
literature. I have read all the 
things you have been reading. I 
am sorry that you have not gotten 
it clear in your mind, however, 
that people are saved by grace, 
through faith; “and that not of 
yourselves; it is the gift of God, 
not of works lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 

A human, carnal pride has led 
Seventh Day Adventists far from 
the truth. For instance, probably 
you did not know that they teach 
that Mrs. White’s writings are in- 
spired like the Bible, a part of di- 
vine inspiration. Thus they bring 
upon themselves the curse the Lord 
pronounced in Revelation 22:18, by 
adding to the Word of God. 


No, the woman in Revelation the 
12th chapter is not the true church. 
The woman in Revelation, chapter 
12, is certainly Israel as seen by 
the context. The true church did 
not bring forth Christ and Israel 
did, according to the flesh. The true 
church is not connected with the 
number twelve in the Bible and 
Israel is. It is not the true church 
that will be persecuted during the 
tribulation time pictured in Reve- 
lation, but it is Israel. And those 
that the Scripture says will be 
keeping the commandments in the 
tribulation time are a remnant of 
Jews. 


It is true that there have been 
four world empires, and that the 
Roman empire is to be restored 
under a dictator. He will not be 
a Pope, but will be q literal, civil 
dictator like the emperors of Rome 
were before. Roman Catholicism 
is pictured in Revelation, chapter 
17, I think, by the woman riding on 


the scarlet beast, certainly not by 
the beast itself. In that, Seventh 
Day Adventists have misled you. 

Seventh Day Adventists are also 
wrong on the -Sabbath question. 
They do not keep the sabbath, for 
to keep the sabbath one must stay 
at home and not go out of his place 
as you see in the 16th chapter of 
Exodus, verse 29, one must not 
even have a fire in his house (Exo. 
35:3). Public worship is not sab- 
bath keeping. Not a-single place in 
the Bible was anybody commanded 
to go to church on the sabbath day. 
When Jesus and Paul and others 
went to church they were not ob- 
serving the sabbath. Going to the 
synagogue was a custom that grew 
up among the Jews but is not com- 
manded in the Bible and never 
mentioned as a command of God 
for the sabbath. 

The sabbath was first made 
known at mount Sinai to Israel 
(Neh. 9:13, 14). It was never made 
known to anybody before that time 
because it was not part of the 
moral law like the commands 
against murder and adultery and 
stealing, etc. The sabbath was 
ceremonial law, just like the laws 
about diet, that Jews should not 
eat pork nor any fish without both . 
scales and fins, etc. The Bible ex- 
pressly says that the sabbath was 
a special covenant between God 
and Israel (Exo. 31:12-16). 


But most clear of all is this: 
not once in the New Testament 
time was any Christian ever .com- 
manded to keep the sabbath. Not 
a single time! Nor is anybody ever 
commended for keeping the sab- 
bath. Not once. Nor is sabbath- 
breaking ever mentioned as a sin 
in the New Testament. Not once! 
In fact we are plainly told that 
Jesus Himself broke the sabbath. 
John 5:18 says, “Therefore the 
Jews sought the more to kill him, 
because he not only had broken 
the sabbath, but said also that God

a three-column picture of five 
young men 16 to 20 years old, 
caught after a series of hold-ups. 
Over the picture are these words: 
“END OF A TRAIL OF CRIME.” 
Under the picture is the news story 
article, showing that the movies 
made these boys criminals. Do you 
say, “I see no harm in the mov- 
ies’? Then read this and see what 
harm there is, The article follows: 


“CITY’S ‘DEAD END’ GANG 

: SMASHED ) 
5 Boys Tried To Emulate Movie 

Kids; Admit Many Holdups 


“The careers of five boys who 
tried to duplicate in real life the 
motion picture exploits of the 
‘Dead End Kids,’ have ended as 
such careers usually end. 


“Three of the five self-styled 
‘Dead Enders’ were held without 
bail today by Magistrate Henry for 
a further hearing Saturday, and 
two were sent to the Juvenile Di- 
vision of the Municipal Court. 

“Detectives said the three held 
today admitted holding up 15 gaso- 
line stations and stealing six auto- 
mobiles. But none of the bravado 
of their movie heroes was with 
them today when Magistrate Henry 
told them: 

“*That’s what the movies do — 


to some. This is the penalty for 
easy money.’ 

“Those held without bail: Robert 
(Baby Face) Strausser, 20, of 30th . 
St. near Arizona; Robert (Gar- 
land) Stonemetz, Wiota St. near 
Fairmount Ave., and Paul (Spike) 
Croumbley, 18, Sergeant St. near 
26th. Sent to Juvenile Court: Carl 
(Stuffy) Kallinen, 16, Wiota St. 
near Fairmount Ave., and John 
(Junior) Croumbley, 17, Lancast- 
er Ave. near 40th St. 

“The prisoners said they adopted 
the nicknames of the movie boys 
just to get into the spirit of the 
thing. Each added that as a fur- 
ther tribute to Hollywood he past- 
ed over his bed a picture of the boy 
he tried to imitate. 

“Strausser, Stonemetz and Paul 
Croumbley were charged with hold- : 
up, robbery, violation of the Fire- 
arms Act.. The other two, char-

gang, were held as accessories.

He is the greatest strategist 
in the universe. He is not asking 
men-to become drunkards and 
liars and thieves; he is asking them 
to become atheists,  spiritual- 
ists, theosophists, Christian Scien- 
tists, Unitarians. He is dwelling in 
the realm of psychology. He lives 
in the religious atmosphere. He is 
trying to anesthetize the con- 
sciences of men. He is making a 
direct stroke against the deity of 
Christ. He is urging men to teach 
that Christ is only one of the great 
founders of religions. He is bring- 
ing Hinduism, Buddhism and Con- 
fucianism to the front. He is try- 
ing to revive a false, monotheism. 
He is a great pantheist. He is an 
_ advocate of the beautiful. He is 
making his great central attack 
through modern psychology, and 
he is using every psychological 
strategy known to his power. He 
has captured one of the intellectual 
and educational departments of the 
church and is boldly teaching ra- 
tionalism and when he gets an op- 
portunity he teaches bolshevism, 
socialism, and finally anarchy. 
Therefore the necessity for real 
evangelism is greater than ever be- 
fore. 

3. “Jesus Christ demanded that 
Christianity become universal. He 
does not recognize or permit the 
false religions above mentioned. 
The necessity for the first century 
evangelism, the house to house 
evangelism, the evangelism that is 
imbued with the Spirit of God, con- 
trolled by the Holy Ghost, magni- 
fied by Christ and vested with the 
powers of the Godhead, is greater 
today than ever before in the his- 
tory of the world. Spectacular, 
noisy evangelism will not defeat 
the strategies of the devil. 

The Holy Spirit Program 

“When Jesus Christ sent His dis- 
-. ciples out by twos, to do His work, 
He gave the most scientific method 


as well as the most devout, spirit-. 


ual method of doing evangelism 
that has ever been tried. Two are 
_ more than twice one in any contest. 

“In the first century the Holy 
Spirit directed them to go from 
house to house, conferring, praying 
together, catechizing the members 
of the family, parents, children, 
servants, and literally evangelizing 
the people of those households. He 
extended Christ’s plan and made it 
the permanent plan of the church. 
He commands the individual Chris- 
tian to hand-pick lost souls.

It is mathe- 
matically correct, it is scientifically 
correct, it is ordained of almighty 
God, and it is the program of the 
Holy Spirit.

“If the church were doing her

church would hand-pick one man 
each week and lead him to Christ, 
they could lead 180,000 people to 
Christ each month; or they could 
bring to Christ and into the church 
2,100,000 souls every year. But the 
average elder is so lazy that he 
will not even attend prayer-meet- 
ing. He imagines that he occupies 
a seat of authority when he is not 
fit to occupy any such position; in 
fact, if he were a real Presbyterian 
he would know that his only duty 
on the session is the duty of lead- 
ing men to Christ. There is no po- 
sition in the Presbyterian church 
for an elder unless he is imbued 
with the spirit of evangelism. We 
do not need governors; we. haven't 
anything to govern. We need per- 
sonal workers, not egotistical pea- 
cocks. There is but one plan of 
evangelism, namely: the Holy 
Ghost plan, and His plan is person- 
al evangelism. 2 


Ministers 

“A great deal of what has been 
said applies to ministers. If they 
were to do personal work and make 
an appeal at the end of each evan- 
gelistic sermon, more people would 
be saved and be brought to ist 
and into the church. The average 
preacher is an evangelistic dead- 
head. He has lost his position as 
an evangelist because ignorant of 
his duty. He doesn’t know how to 
preach an evangelistic sermon. He 
is talking books and poetry and 
moving pictures and every other 
form of trash that can be con- 
ceived. He has been destroyed by 
one of the devil’s strategies. The 
preachers have put evangelism out 
of the conscience of the church, 
because they seem to be incompe- 
tent or they have lost the fire, the 
spirit, the fervor necessary, or they 
are too lazy to carry on the cam- 
paign. . 

“The average preacher spends 
too much time at home washing 
the dishes when he ought to be 
washing the feet of the sinner, or 
he spends too much time at golf 
and the world’s attractions. The 
average preacher is guilty of busy 
idleness. No wonder the record of 
the church shows that he hasn’t 
received people on profession of 
faith! He has neglected his duty 
as an evangelist. If he is not an 
evangelist he has no place in the 
pulpit. The Holy Ghost plan is to 
preach the gospel, draw the net; 
yet there are preachers all over the 
country who receive members on 
communion days only. The devil 
never created a more diabolical 
scheme to destroy the evangelistic 
spirit than that scheme. There is 
but one God-decreed kind of evan- 
gelism, namely: personal evangel- 
ism, in season, and out of season, 
without recess, never premitting 
a lapse, always at the business of 
finding a lost soul and bringing him 
to Christ. 

“If the church, if the individual 


Christian, if the church officer — 


pastor, elder, deacon, deaconess, 


Sunday school teacher, and worker 
in any and every department — 
can be made to see that his su- 
preme business in life is finding a 
lost soul and leading him to Christ, 
then evangelism will return to the 
glorious position it occupied in the 
first century, and God will add to 
the Church daily those he is sav- 
ing. It is hand-picked work, it is 
personal effort, it is a passion for 
souls under the leadership of. the 
Holy Ghost that is going to set the 
church on fire with evangelistic 
zeal. When the church becomes 
absolutely loyal to Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Master and Saviour; 
when she becomes absolutely loyal 
to Jesus Christ, the eternal and 
only Son of God, and believes in 
His blood to save, and believes that 
there is no salvation without the 
shedding of the blood of the Son 
of God, then she will have a pas- 
sion for souls. When she becomes 
absolutely loyal to the Holy Ghost 
as a third person of the trinity, the 
executive of the trinity, the lead- 
er of the church, and obeys His 
orders, then personal evangelism 
will be revived and will come into 
its real place in the church. 

‘When the church becomes ab- 
solutely loyal to the Word of God, 
the only rule of faith and practice, 
and begins to study it and teach 
it as such, then she will be able to 
indoctrinate her members and make 
real evangelists out of her preach- 
ers and workers. When the church 
becomes a praying church and is 
on her knees every day praying 
God to manifest His power in the 
regeneration of sinners, then you 
are going to see men crowding into 
the churches asking what to do to 
be saved. 


“The church is not praying to- 
day. She does not know how to 
pray. The average morning prayer 
of the average preacher is a re- 
citation to God and might be de- 
livered at any school commence- 
ment. It is a farce when you think 
of real prayer. When the church 
begins to mourn because of sin, 
and groan because of the burden 
resting on her heart, and cries out 
in her agony to God to have mercy 
upon her because her children are 
under the power of demons, then 
she will begin to pray — and not 
until then. Remember, revivals are 
not pumped up, they are prayed 
down. You can’t have a revival un- 
less you have a praying church. 
Call the church to prayer. Let her 
demand prayer in every home, the

prayer groups every week, and the 
opening of every church building 
every day in every week, for prayer 


and meditation, and then the re- 


vival will be here.” |

We are a bad lot, the whole of 
us, by nature. It is astonishing 
how the devil blinds us, and makes 
us think we are naturally good. 
Suppose that our sins could all be 
stamped on our foreheads, do you 
not think there would be a stam- 
pede? Suppose a _ photographer 
could take a photograph of the 
heart, do you think he could find 
anyone willing to have such a 
photograph taken? Ladies arrange 
their hair and put on their best 
clothes, and men dress up and have 
their pictures taken; and if the 
photographer flatters them and 
makes them look ten years young- 
er, they say, “You are the first 
man ‘to do me justice,’”’ and they 
order a number of photographs and 
send them to their friends. But is 
that your real self? Suppose he 
took a photograph of your heart, 
would you send those around? You 
would break the plate and abuse 
the artist. Don’t talk to me about 
people being naturally good and 


successful and soul-winning pastors 
of Methodism wrote a boek on re- 
vivals. He said, “What is needed is 
evangelists in boots going from 
house to house, proclaiming a life- 
giving gospel to dead souls.’”’ He 
further said, “If my eternal sal- 
vation was conditioned on my win- 
ning another thousand souls, I 
would attempt to do it by personal 
work with individuals.” 


In my pastorate in Allegheny 
City, Pa., I had one blessed deacon 
worth his weight in gold. He 
watched for a chance to speak to at 
least one person each day about 
his soul. While I preached he. 
watched the audience every Sunday 
night and picked out someone to 


his place of business, on the streets, 
everywhere, he was on the look-out 
for souls, and many, many did he 
win for his Master.

He was a modest, diffident man and 
I never heard that he ever made 
a public address in his life; but 
the private note books he had kept 
for eight years showed that he had 
won about five thousand souls for 
God. I begged him to write a book 
telling others how he did it.

Mr. Childs proposed prayer, and as 
the man of God pleaded for him, 
the man began to curse him; and 
with all conceivable oaths and 
blasphemies, he continued to vent 
his feelings of malignity and con- 
tempt, until Mr. Childs closed his 
prayer; he then turned away ina 
rage, and in a short time left the 
camp-ground and returned to his 
home, which he reached about the 
going down of the sun. He sat for 
a long time on the long piazza in 
front of the house, and conversed 
sparingly with his family. As the 


twilight deepened and night let

She urged him to go in from 
the night air; that he was further 
endangering himself by his expo- 
sure. ‘‘Let me alone,” said he as 
she insisted upon him leaving the 
piazza. ‘‘When I go in that door,” 
said he solemnly, ‘‘I shall come out 
no more, until I am carried out to 
my grave.” At first his wife was 
startled, but she recovered herself 
and remonstrated with him for us- 
ing such language and indulging 
such gloomy feelings. Said he, ‘TI 
cursed the preacher today. I did 
wrong. He is a good man, I doubt 
not, and I should not have treated 
him the way I did; and now I am 
going to die, and I shall go to hell. 
I ought not to have cursed that 
man.” She continued to expostulate 
with him; told him that he was 
depressed and low spirited, and 
did what she could ‘to relieve 
his mind, but all to no avail.

was his Father, making himself 
equal with God.” Jesus broke the 
sabbath and claimed to be equal 
with God. 


And then even more positive is 
the plain command of Colossians 2: 
14-17 that tells us that the cere- 
monial laws were nailed to the 
cross and that Christians are not 
to observe them and particularly 
mentions the sabbaths, saying, ‘‘Let 
no man therefore judge you in 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
an holyday, or of the new moon, 
or of the sabbath days: which are 
a shadow of things to come; but 
the body is of Christ” (Col. 2:16, 
17). Christians sin, then, in claim- 
ing to keep the Old Testament sab- 
baths which are plainly forbidden 
for us. 2 


Many preachers make a mistake 
by calling Sunday a sabbath and 
Sunday school a sabbath school. 
Sunday is not the sabbath. Sunday 


‘is the Lord’s day, an entirely dif- 


ferent day, given for a different 
purpose and with a different mean- 
ing. 

We are not under law but under 
grace. 


It is clear that the sabbath was 
ceremonial law, not moral law. Co- 
lossians 2:17 expressly says that 
it was only a shadow, that is, a 
type, or ceremonial, picturing a 
great spiritual truth about Christ. 


But the moral law is written in the 
hearts of men. For instance, Cain 
killed his brother Abel and was a 
murderer just the same, and knew 
he had sinned, though the Ten 
Commandments were not written. 
Even a heathen Negro in Africa 
who murders somebody knows he 
has done wrong. But there is no 
way that a heathen Negro in Afri- 
ca who never saw a Bible, never 
heard a sermon, and does not know 
anything about Christ — there is 
no way such a heathen would know 
to be circumcised, or that it was-all 
right to eat a trout but a sin to eat 
a catfish. There is no way such a 
heathen savage would know not to 
plow with an ox and an ass to- 
gether, which is forbidden in the 
Bible ceremonial law. There is no 
way for a heathen who never knew 
about the Bible or God to know that 
a certain day is the sabbath day 
and ought to be kept without 
work. Without any calendar, and 
without teaching of the Jewish law, 
no heathen ever did keep the sab- 
bath nor felt any need to do so. 
The reason is that ceremonial laws 
were not written on the heart of 
men like moral laws. Everybody 
instinctively feels that murder and 
adultery and lying and stealing are 
wicked. They are moral laws writ- 
ten in the heart. The conscience 
accuses or excuses people accord- 
ing as they keep the moral law, 
but that is not true about cere- 
monial law. That makes it clear, 


I think, the difference between 


ceremonial law and moral law. Cer- 
tainly the sabbath is ceremonial 
law. That is exactly what Colos- 
sians 2:14-17 says. 


Don’t let Seventh Day Adventists 
deceive you, saying that the Ten 
Commandments are God’s law and 
the rest of the law of the first five 
books in the Bible are Moses’ law. 
The Bible makes no such distinc- 
tion. Hebrews 10:28 calls the Ten 
Commandments ‘Moses’ law.” That 
verse speaks only of offences 
against the Ten Commandments, 
wicked enough: to demand the 
death penalty. In no case under the 
law was any Jew ever put to death 
for an offense not covered by the 
Ten- Commandments. The Ten 
Commandments, then, are the law 
mentioned there and called ‘‘Moses’ 
law,” “He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses.” 


So the Ten Commandments were 
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Happy Days At

a daily time of prayer and Bible 
reading, and to get in with Chris- 
tians. 


A gray-haired grandmother came 
by and said to me as she held my 
hand: “I want to thank thee for 
thy talks.” (Remember Pennsyl- 
vania was founded by Quakers and 
there are thousands of these fine, 
upright families of ‘Friends’’ here 
who say “thou” and “thee.”’) “I 
waited till mighty late to get it 
settled for Christ, but it is settled 
now and thy talks had a lot to do 
with it. I never had the assurance 
before, but I have it now! Thank 
thee for thy talks, my boy.” She 
had been listening daily, morning 
and night, to my broadcasts with 
Pastor Palmer. 


This morning I was called at the 


the law of Moses as well as the 
law of God. 


Likewise, in Nehemiah 8:1 the 
Pentateuch is called the law of 
Moses, and in verse 8 of the same 
book it is called the law of God. 
The law of Moses and the law of 
God are the same. All of the first 
five books of the Bible were giv- 
en by God to Moses, including the 
Ten Commandments. To call the 
Ten Commandments God’s law and 
the rest of the books Moses’ law 
is a deceitful wresting of Scrip- 
ture which men have done to de- 
ceive the people. 


There is no reason why one of 
the Ceremonial laws might not 
have been put in the Ten Com- 
mandments, and so the command 
about the sabbath was put in the 
Ten Commandments. But it is still 
ceremonial law, was commanded 
for Jews only, and Jesus broke it 
and the Holy Spirit commands us 
not to be judged according to the 
ceremonial law, including the sab- 
bath. 

Seventh Day Adventists are 
among those deceived by seduc- 
ing spirits, as foretold in First Tim- 
othy 4:1-4, “commanding to ab- 
stain from meats, which God hath 


created to be received with thanks- 


giving of them which believe and 
know the truth.” And God says 
concerning this, that “every crea- 
ture of God is good, and nothing 
to be refused, if it be received with 
thanksgiving” (I Tim. 4:4). Sev- 
enth Day Adventists are like those 
poor deceived Galatian Christians, 
to whom Paul said: 

“But now, after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known of 
God, how turn ye again to the 
weak and beggarly elements, 
whereunto ye desire again to be 
in bondage? Ye observe days, and 
months, and times, and years. I 
am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labour in vain’”’ 
(Gal. 4:9-11). 

To observe Jewish sabbath days, 
going back to live by the law, is 
a sin. 

And Paul plainly said many, 
many times by divine inspiration, 
that no man is justified by the 
works of the law (keeping the 
commandments), but by faith in 
Christ alone. To these same Ga- 
latian Christians Paul wrote: 

“Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the 
law, but by the faith of Jesus 
Christ, even we have believed in 
Jesus Christ, that we might be 
justified by the faith of Christ, and 
not by the works of the law: for 
by the works of the law shall no 
flesh be justified” (Gal. 2:16). 

Every one who starts out to keep 
the law and holds himself bound 
under the law, is under a curse 
as it is plainly written in Gaia- 
tians 3:10. 

I beg you in Jesus’ name to see 
that no one can be justified by the 
law nor partly by the law, but by 
faith in Jesus Christ alone. 

I was glad to have your letter. 
I will send you three booklets of 
mine which I hope you will read 
very prayerfully. They are, “The 
Second Coming of Christ in Dan- 
iel,” “What Must I Do To Be 
Saved?” and “Sunday or Sabbath, 
Which Should Christians Observe ?” 
Please read them very prayerfully 
and write me again if you wish 
help. But if you know too much 
to learn and will not open your 
heart humbly to learn the truth of 
salvation by grace, then it would 
not do you any good for me to 
write more.

XY. M. C. A., where I have had a 
pleasant room to know if I would 
come by 1204 Walnut Street on 
my way to the Hall where the noon 
services are held. I agreed, and 
there a Christian man, Mr. Matt- 
singer, had a friend upon whom 
he had prevailed to see me. His 
name was Mr. Brewer, a detec- 
tive, with Catholic background and 
a heavy heart. His health was 
breaking down, he had, neither wife 
nor child, and felt his need for God. 
In the back room of the electric 
appliance store we read and 
prayed. He prayed a very simple 
prayer and seemed as willing as a 
child to get it settled, and as open 
hearted. I am sick and tired of 
hearing people talk about sinners 
being so hard hearted.

-The auditorium at 1109 is not 
large, but remember it is open six

the crowds hold up is remarkable. 
Thursday, both at noon and at 2:30 
not only was the auditorium 
packed, every seat filled, but the 
bookstore back of it was literally 
packed nearly to the door with peo- 
ple standing throughout the serv- 
ices.

With joy unspeakable she 
told me that four of the near fifty 
seemed to trust in the Saviour, and 
she believes they were soundly con- 
verted. And she is going back after 
the others! 


I have had many calls for serv- 
ices here. I was guest speaker at 
the Berachah Church Young Peo- 
ples broadcast from 10 to 11 p.m. 
last Sunday night, and am to speak 
tomorrow morning at the “Sunday 
Breakfast” broadcast, between 9 
and 10. Then at the Collinsville, 
Pa., Baptist Church with Pastor 
Chase at 11:00, then a closing serv- 
ice at the Morning Cheer Hall at 
3:00 p.m. 

At about 6:00 p.m. I am to take 
the Red Arrow Pennsylvania train 
toward Detroit, then on to Lans- 
ing, Michigan, where for five days 
I'am the guest of the North Cen- 
tral Michigan Bible Conference 
Association, Monday through Fri- 
day, speaking twice daily. 


Then next Sunday, April 6, I be- 
gin an eight-day campaign in 
Grand Rapids. It will be in the 
Mel Trotter Mission auditorium, 
sponsored by the mission and the 
Maranatha Fellowship of Christian 
business men and pastors, with two 
services daily. We will close on 
Easter Sunday with four services. 
At Sunrise and at 3:00 p.m. our 
services are to be held in the Civic 
Auditorium, seating, I am told, 
5,000 people. At 11:00 Iam to speak 
at Berean Baptist Church, and in 
the evening at Mel Trotter Mission 
auditorium, again. There will also 
be radio broadcasts during the 
week. 

These services are a great op- 
portunity, and this poor unworthy 
preacher needs a special anointing 
from God. Oh, may He fill me with 
His Spirit that multitudes may be 
saved! Will you who -want to see 
souls saved pray to that end? 

There is a growing hunger in the 
hearts of people. The war, trouble, 
the barrenness of modernism, the 


failure of homes, of schools, of 


churches, even of human civiliza- 
tion itself, is giving people a sense 
of need for God. God send a reviv- 
al all over our land! May God raise 
up evangelists to fil the many 
calls!: May God make you who read 
into soul winners where you are!
